9. (Currently Amended) A method of displaying segments of source code stored on 
a machincsjtradahle medium and ex ecuting on u pornp pter in an integrated development 
environment* comprising: 

distinguishing inactive segments of the source code from active segments of the 
source code by a pplying Q s t andard d i rooti v o determining the output of a conditional statement or 
a . condfrfofial oo pi piifltion di recti vg : and 

displaying the active segments of the source code in a first display color and the 
inactive segments of the source code in u second display color different than the first display 
colon 

1 0. (Previously Presented) The. method of claim 9, further coropristog: 



the source code to an inactive segment of the source code; and 

changing the display color of the one of the active segments of the source code 
ibom the first display color to the second display color.

moans for displaying the active segment? of code in a first display color and for 
displaying inactive segments of code in a second display color. 

1 5- (Previously Presented) The design system of claim 14, wherein the means for 
displaying displays comments and inactive code segments with at leasi one same display color. 

1 6. (Previously Presented) The design system of claim 1 4, wherein Die first display 
color and the second display color have visibly different brightnesses. 

1 7. ("Previously Presented) The desiyn system of claim 1 6, wherein tine second 
display color is less bright than the first display color. 

(Previously Presented) The design system of claim 14, wherein the active and 
inactive segments of code are distinguished by font type,
